been received by Mr. John E. Doyle, No.

Oliver Woolcott, first mat* of the schooner 
Parker M. Hooper, relative to the loss of 
that vessel in March during her voyage 
Jrom Havana to Boston. The letter^was 
written on board the Italian bark, Nord 
America, which took the crew off the 
schooner Parker M. Hooper, and

mailed from Almerta, Spain. 


The letter charges that the captain ol 


the schooner wanted to lose her, that he 
spoke to Woolcott about vessels being 
lost so as to pet the insurance money. 
Woolcott told the ca ptain he would not 
scuttle a vessel unless he was well paid, 
and the money put in his hand before 
hand 
The captain shunned Woolcott 


after that, so state-) the letter, and trans- 
ferred his confidence to the second mate, 
and sustained the second mate In disobey- 
ing the orders of the first mate. 


Woolcott stated that the vessel lost a 


rudder one day; that the captain put one 
in its place that was no good, and that he 
refused to permit Woolcott to make one. 
The rudder finally went adrift and the 
captain said he was going to leave the 
vessel. Woolcott wanted some of the 
crew to remain on board with him, and 
try to get the vessel in, but all declined. 
The bark Nord Amerira came along and 
the captain of the Hooper told the bark's 
captain that the Hooper was lost; that 
she was full af water. Woolcott denies 
this, saying the schooner was making 
very little water. The crew then left for 
the bark. Woolcott's captain made him 
and the crew leave the vessel first, the 
captain and second 
mate 
remaining 


aboard. 
"The captain and second mate stayed on 


board," says the letter, "till the boat went 
back for some sails and rope for this ves- 
sel (meaning the Nord America), and the 
crew told me the second mate cut holes in 
the vessel so as to sink her."

in Decatur Mines, and

rectly beneath the C. W. Aikin cider 
mill, whereupon there was great rejoicing 
among the crews — Michael, Cosgrove, 
Brinkoetter, Swan, Leonard, Morgan, 
Young, Knorr, Wagner, the Langstroff 
brothers, Bedel, Kepler and Schultz.

THK COMBTITUTIOH 


Adopted for the "Deoatur Board of 


Trade"—Its Provisions. 


The adjourned meeting of the subscrib- 


ers to the Board of Trade organization 
was held last night at the court house, 
when the committee presented ihe red- 
sealed certificate of incorporation re- 
ceived from State Secretary Dement, and 
the committee submitted the constitu- 
tion for adoption. 


A SPEECH. 


Before the constitution was considered 


Chairman Ewing introduced the Bon. 
Robert A. Hill, of Oxford, Miss., Betted 
States district judge for that state. 


The gentleman, who is a cousin of Mr. 


H. W. Hill, of this city, was in Decatur 
about four years ago. He was not ac- 
customed to speech-making, but would 
say that he regarded Illinois as the gar- 
den spot ot the world, whereas Mississip- 
pi with her old worn-out fields has an 
appearance ot desolation; but the south 
is on the rise. The southern people are 
showing signs of new energy and indus- 
try. The bitter feeling toward the north 
is passing away, and efforts are being 
made to induce northerners to come 
south and invest their money in enter- 
prises. The speaker was gratified to note 
the many evidences of thrift, enterprise, 
and steady growth in Deoatur, and in 
conclusion said: "I hope that the time is 
not far distant when such matter as an 
ill feeling between the north and south 
will never be mentioned but that we will 
be as common brothers." The remarks 
of the Judge were vigorously applauded. 


BUSINESS. 


The meeting then proceeded to take 


action on the constitution, a synopsis of 
which is given below. It was adopted 
section by section. 


THK CONSTITUTION OF THR DECATUR BOARD 


OF TRADE. 


WD, the members ot "The Decatui Board ol 


Trade,"having organized ourselves Into an incor- 
porated association for the purpose of promoting 
the general welfare, growth anil prosperity of 
the city of Decatur, do ordtiiu and adopt the 
following constitution for our future govern- 
ment: 


Name—"The Decatur Hoard ol Trade." 
Object—The advancement by all honorable 


meiuis of the imiterml interests of the city of 
Decntuv, by securing more manufactories, better 
railroad facilities, encouraging immigration, the 
Investment of foreign capital and the location 
of foreign imiustnes. 


Omcers shall consist ot a president, two vice- 


presidents, a secretary, a treasurer, a board ot 
directors ol 24 members, an executive board ol 
B members exclusive ol the president who shall 
be cj'-utfldo member of such board. 


Board of Directors shall be elected by ballot 


on first Monday in June, 1888, and on first 
Mon- 


day m June annually thereajtfT. 


The officers and the executive board shall be 


elected annually by the board oi directors aud 
hold their positions one year; in ease o! vacan- 
cies Irom any cause the board of directors shall 
till such vacancies. 


No officers of the organization shall receive 


any compensation tor services except the secre- 
tary who shall receive such salary as may be, 
fixed by the board of directors. 


The entire business and financial interests ol 


the organization shall be vested in and are 
placed under the management of the board of 
directors, such board to have power to pass such 
by-laws, rules and regulations as may be deemed 
advisable. 


Board of 1)1 lectors shall hold regular monthly 


meetings for the transaction of general busineis; 
special meetings may be held on call of the 
president and three directors. 


The executive board shall have .such powers 


and perform such duties as may be imposed 
upon them by the board. 


Any reputable citizen of Macon county may 


become a member of the Board ol Trade by 
signing the constitution and paying into the 
treasury the sum of SC or any multiple thereof. 


Annual meeting of the organization shall be 


held on the evening of tile annual election, and 
polls for the election of the board of directors 
shall be opened at the hour of 2 p, m., aud close 
at r, p. in. of said day, 
the president and secre- 


tary to act as judge ami cleik of such election. 


Every member shall receive a certificate of 


membership, giving name of member, amount 
subscribed, with designation of number of 
shares to which such member is entitled. 


In the election of directors each member shall 


be entitled to cast one vote, either in person or 
hy proxy, for each share contained in his certifi- 
cate ol membership for the entire board of di- 
rectwy; but eoramnlative voting shall not be 
permitted, prOTitlf'l. however, that no person 
shall as proxy or attorney cast more than twenty 
votes. 
-_ 


A majority ol shares shall constitute a quoiT™ 


for the transaction of business. 


Hpeclul or called meetings may be called at 


anytime by the secretary upon the written re- 
quest of any ten members of the organization. 
Three days' notice of such meetings must be 
given through the nenspapeis, setting forth the 
object anil purpose ot the meeting. 


Any member may withdraw from lh» organi- 


zation m>ou the payment of all subscriptions 
and requesting the secretnrj to strike his name 
from the roll. 


The constitution may be amended at any 
spe- 


cial or regular meeting of the organization upon 
the affirmative vote of a majority of the shares. 


There being no further business, the 


meeting adjourned. 
The Board of Di- 


rectors wi)l hold a business meeting at 
the court house on Monday afternoon at 
3 o'clock.

bl oe skle8,» warm and brilliant sunibine, 
Kratetully tempered by a gentle breeze, 
the martial strain* of many bands, aide- 
walks crowded with stalwart men in 
military costumeajhitermlngled with gaily 
dressed women, were the characteristics 
of the morning hours of the day of the un- 
vailing of the statue to the memory of 
General Oarfleld. The route ot the pro- 
cession was quite elaborately decorated 
•with bunting, and the city presented the 
usual holiday scenes, all th* Executive 
Departments bel»g closed. The servants 
of Unole Sam swarmed to Pennsylvania 
avenue to see the fights 


Long before noon the streets leading to 


the junction of Vint ^street and Mary- 
land avenue were packed with people

solid phaianx twenty deep was ranged on 
the sidewalks that encircled the space, 
in the center of which the vailed statue 
rested en its granite base. 


At twelve sharp the entrances to the 


grand stand were thrown open, and the 
invited guests were quickly assigned to 
seats 
Among fee first to arrive were the 


sons of General GarfleW, Hoa W W 
Corcoran and Judga Hagner 
Be cretary 


Bayard and Attorney-General Garland 
were the first members of the Cabinet to 
arrive 
They were followed by Chief 


Justice Watte and the associate justices 
of the Supreme Court 


At one o'clock the President, accom- 


panied by General SberMan. arrived 
Simultaneously the vanguard of the pro- 
cession appeared in quick march from 
Pennsylvania avenue

After Mr Glesy had concluded his 


prayer, the "Star Spangled Banner" was
